THE RAILWAY DISASTER.

Latest laformnilon Glenned -Progress of the
torencr’s lavesligntion.

Povouxeresie, Feb. 10. —At the inqnest to-

d.f Daniel Uurroll testitied as follows: —
reside at Old Troy, south of New Ham-

burg drawbridge; I am night watchwan and
pwitchmusn st the station; I was on watoh st
seventeen minutes past eleven P, M. on Mon-
duy, locking out for the up express, which
was due at nine wminates past ten; [ looked at
the middle of the oil train and saw fire flash-
ing among the axles; 1 knew it was a broken
sxle, and bullooed to the boys to keep out of
the way; then the broken whee!l hopped from
the track, seventy-nine rods north of the
drawbridge; I followed the engine down,
tiyiog to signal the engineer
by motioning my light ; secing
I ecould get no apswer, I them ran
back to the conductor in the caboose; [ hal-
loved, “*There is s wheel off the track; put on
your brakes as tight as you can; “‘two men
eame out end put on the brakes; I knew the
express car was overdoe, and heard it coming
this side of the low t; 1 counld do nothing
to stop it; there is a light kept on the draw-
bridge tower all winter, and men have charge
of it; the light was there that night, a white
light, indicating “*all right,” and 1t remained
till it was burned down; men are kept there
to look out for it; I was standiog north of
ibe ststion when the oil trein passed, and
when I notifled the sonductor of the caboose;
it was & cold might; it is eighty rods from
the station to the drawbridge, and eight
rods from the drawbridge to the water-tan
sonth at Old Troy; the tower signal is used
only for signalling the opening or closing of
the draw; I have been night watohman at
New Hamburg twenty-one years,

Corneliug Roe sworn—Was sngineer of the
oil train; 1wy sttention was first called to the
accident on my train when I reached the
trestle work on the bridge, to stop at the
water tank at Old Troy; then I felt a shock;
looked und saw the train was separated; I
ballooed to the brakeman on the var next to
the engine and said, **Don't pull no breaks
oR me; the rear of the train will rug into
me;"” T then heard some one hdlooins
toward the rear of the train; I grabbed a re
light, and did net stop to look back, as [ saw
the ex coming, and I ran down the
track; 1 met the Hagman just above his
shanty, and said, *For God's sake, put out
that white light and get a red one and come
with me;" tEo express was halfl & mile below
me when I left my sngine; I ran two handred
fest from where my engine stood te the fag-
man’s siation; we ran about forty rods below
the latter when he met the express; we were

all the while; the express was com.-
ing at full speed; they blowed their whistle
ust as [ got off the engine; I saw no sigoal
#ﬂ!ﬂl the rear of my train before | stopped

signal was given though I did not see it; I
sbut off for water,

At the evening session Pearner Van Siocken
testified— 1 saw the baggage oar fall; just
before thut I saw & man cume ont on the rear
platform of it; he leaped to the platform of
the Buffalo ear, and took bold of the knob of
the door; he went in abent one-qnarter of the
way; I mean abont one-quarter of the way of
the car, as I jndge, when the car on the north
end of it, which he went in, sestled down
pradunlly; then the whole bridge sesmed to
give wey, that part under the south end of
the car first; afterwards [ sawa man pailed
out in abont the same place; 1 saw no flumes
sbhont it when I went down; I was on the ioce.
boat about a hnndred feet from it; the Bnffa-
lo ear was on the trestle work; the baggage
car was already down; when the Baffulo car
commenced to go down I hallooad to my com-
paniong, *‘Look at that man;” when the north
end of the Buffulo car weut down it appearad
to go down straigh!; the man I saw go into
the ear had a cop on with a square front;
it Jooked like the caps worn by sleeping.
ear condnotors; the expresds was  going
rapidly and the engine was exhansting as
thongh she wa. reversed with steam on,

J. M. Toncey, Bnperintendent of the Huod.
ton River Road, testified in regard to tha
rules of the road. The only point elicited
was that the use of ball ropes on the train,
which the roles required, was neglected, but
he thonght no time was lost 1n sigoalling
danger on that acconnt,

The inguest adjonrned until ‘Thursday,
February 16.

M, GUIZOT ON THE FRENCH BITUATION~LETTER
TO MR. GLADSTONE,

In the lopg letter which M. Golzot has ad-
drersed to Mr, Gladstone, he holds that the
“valuable prinelple of peutrality is capable of a

I much wider apphiestion than It has yveu received.

Why should not tke two bunks of the Ruine
cense to be a standing menace to Fraonce wud
Pruesia, snd cease throoghont o given longih
nud breadith tw bristle with fortresses and can-
nong? There can he po doubt that if such a
stipulation s really just and valoable v mlust b
reciproeal; Mayence and Landau must be dis-
maniied, 88 well as Sirasbourg and Metz,
Nothing eould give o more certwin proof thut
bouth Frapee sud Prossis are anxious to secure
a real and Jasting peace.” The second great
menns of preserving peace, according to M.
Guizot, I8 “the maintéenance of the balance of
power in  Europe, aud the value of congresses
and conferences of the great powers to maln-
tain or re-establish thisfequilibrium.” ‘That the
work of different copgresses (to which he
refers) hiae been fanlty and defective, and that
wediverity und peity feeling bave bad a large
shate in them, M. Guizot 15 well aware. *But
I am equally certain,” he says, “‘that the bal-
ance of power in Europe has always been, and
will alwaya be in principle, just, reasonable,
and liberul; and that on the whole its results
bave Leen most favorable bolh o peace and
progress thronghout Europe.”

M. Guizot elores with an appeal to Mr. Glad-
glone 1o tuke up the cause of the balance of
power and the maintenance of peace in Europe:

Wil you not (he asks) defend them arsinst ambi-
tious despots apd condquerors? sSurely in the nlne-
teenth century this would be the grand, the nataral,
apd the historie duty of England, For fifteen years,
in your woble struggle on thelr behalf, yoa had
France for an adversary ; for whe future, may 1 not
rather esy now, you have her as an ally. Modern
France has had her feverish dreams of ambl'ton and
conguent, She has pald dearly for them, and & Jdark
fate still frowns upon her; the sins of her past are
visitea upon her when thelr sesson 18 over, when
they only seemed to recur for a moment, thal she
might prove she had renonnced them. 1 grant that
In this ardent and bmpetuous nation there are still
traces of the old tesles aud old fanlis. She 1a
ensily led astray by brilllant novelty and by the
pomp aud glory of arma  Nevertheless, this 18 not
pow her real Inelination and her trae meaning —1t (s
only the movement that still disturbs the surface of
the ocean when the tempest 18 ended, 'The real and
enrnest desire of France now |8 for peace and the
development of her fraitful industry. France s a
country of assiduons agricultural, mndastrial, and
comnmerclal work ; a country in which we tind prae-
tical snd scientific civilization, a strong vitality, and
yet love of peace. She now wants vme to reap the
frult of her pusl experience, and to learn the value
of that political freedom for which she has not
ceased to sigh for thres-fourths of a centary,
althongh she has pever known how to ase It or to
keep I, In much & path England s her most nata-
ral and valuable slly,
